He promptly covered Neville with 
a revolver and ordered him to pass out a 
tray of gold and silver that rested on «& 
shelf behind the counter. Neville coolly 
turned to the gentleman robber and said: 

“You may shoot me if you want to, but 
I will not - you any money—not a dol- 
lar.’ 

Neville’s manner filled the would-be thief 
with amazement, and noting that his re- 
fusal to comply with the demand to surren- 
der nis gold had beep effective for the time 
at least, Neville again commenced to talk.

He Declares That the Street 
Car Oorporation Is Violat- 
ing the Ordinances of 
the City. 


THE PUBLIC. ABUSED, HE SAYS 


In Message He Has Prepared 
for the Assembly He 
Urges These Evils 

Be Remedied. 


Mayor Wells announced yesterday 
that he. would send a special message to 
the Municipal Assembly, when it recon- 
vened after the holidays, recommending 
immediate investigation into amend- 
ments of the city ordinances which gov- 
ern the transit company for the purpose 
of giving the public needed improve- 


ment in service. 


The mayor says he will request the as- 
sembly ‘to compel the transit company 
to adopt the same speed schedules on 
all lines and’t6 establish a uniform in- 
terval between cars: 

General Manager Dupont smiled 
when told of Mavor Wells’ intention. 
“IT have no disposition to criticise the 
mayor,” he answeree when asked. what 
he thought of the prospective recom- 
mendations to” the Municip! Assembly. 
“I must refer the matter to Mr. Carle- 
ton, president of the transit company.” 

Mayor Wells yesterday began dictat- 
ing his message to the assembly. He 
and his secretary have been reading the 

many franchise ordinances under which 
the transit and suburban companies are 
operating to secure a thorough under- 
standing of the situation before making 
recommendations, 

ORDINANCES A MUDDLE. 

The mayor says these ordinances form 
a “muddle.” . It is his idea that the as- 
sembly should make the rules govern- 
ing the operation of street cars so plain 


| thatthe genefal.publie can understand 


what ‘thel*fghts are. : 

Particularly shotild the regulations 
governing street cars be made more dei- 
inite, the mayor thinks, in regard to 
speed and thé intervals between cars. 
He will recommend that the assembly 
modify the ordinances in this respect. 

“It ig a simple question of the ful- 
fillment of a contract’ obligation,” said 
the mayor. 

“I am satistied from.observation and 
from complaints which have been made 
to me that the ordinances, which are a 
part of the ¢ontract between the com- 
panies. and the public, are being vio- 
lated. 

“Tf this vidlation of contract cannot 
be stopped otherwise, repeal of fran- 
chises niay “be necessary. Such action 
would be only an enforcement by the 
city of the penalty for a breach of con- 
tract. 

“The ordinaticés relating to street car 
service should be so altered and simpli- 
fied as to be within the comprehension 
of persons who are not lawyers. 

“My secretary has found the ordi- 
nances so complicated as to make it dif- 
ficult for him to classify them in the 
way that 1 ditected. 

‘One of the main things I wish to se- 
cure is the same speed regulations for 
alklines in thé same section of the city 
at the same hour. Reasonable differ- 
ences will, of course, have to be allowed 
in the speed Of ¢ars in different parts 
of the city and itt the frequency of cars 
at different hours of the day.” 

Mayor Wells will recommend the em- 
ployment of spetial counsel by the as- 
embly to ‘aid in its investigations 1.

STATISTICS SHOW THE COMPANY > 
HAS IMPOVERISHED ITS SERVICE 4 


Nearly Twice as Many Persons in 1901 Were Foroed “ar “4 
Ride on One Car as in the hae 
Year 1900, 


The reports of trips and passengers filed by 
the transit company with the city register | 
show: 

In the three months ending Sept. 20, 1900, 
transit company cars mae 1,38.952 trips and 
carried 20,616,256 passengers. That is an 
average of about ONH CAR OPERATFD 
FOR EVERY i5 VASSENGURS CARRIED. 
In the three snonths er dlag Sept. 30, 1901, 
the reports show ihat the transit company 
cars made 1,174,316 trips and carried 30,902,- 
713 passengers. This is an average of about 
ONE CAR FOR EVERY 26 PASSENCERS 
CARRIED. " 

These figures indicate that in the three 
months ending Sept. 30, 1901, almost twice 
as many people rode in the same space as 
in the same months of the corresponding 
year. 

The effects of the strike were still shown 
in number of passengers varried in the first 
of- the three months ending Sept 33, 190, 
that is July. Yet, notwithstanding the dffi- 
culty that the managemcnt at that time 
had in securing crews for the cirs, it 
made more trips than in July, 1901, when 
there was no trouble at all to secure crews. 

According to the transit company’s owr 
returns, its cars made 133,736 trips less in 
the threé months ending Sept. 3) last than 
in the corresponding three months of 1900 
just after the strike. 


DECREASE WAS GRADUAL. 

The transit company’s own reports show 
that the reduction in the number of cars 
was as gradual and regular as iis in.‘rease 
in passengers. Where an average of cne 
car for every 15 passengers was operated 
in the three months ending Sept. 31, 1900, 
an average of one for 19 Was operated in 
the three months ending Dec. 30, 1900, an 
average of one for every 4% tor the yguarter 
ending in June, 1901, and then one for ev- 
ery 26 passengers in the quarter ending in 
September, 1901. _ 

‘A corresponding increase in the ratio 

of passengers to cara is looked forward to 
by those who have studied the situation in 
the reports of the company that must be 
filed for the quarter about to close within 
the first ten days of Januacy. 

Never before in the history cf 8t. Louis 
have there been such wholesale comy laints 
about crowded cars, scarcity «f cars and 
disagreeable distance between cars. 

“The transit company’s service in South 
St. Louls is surely growing worse every 
day,’ said Adolph Wittmann, rresident of 
the South Broadway Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, yesterday. 

“WHEN CAPT. M’CULLOCH WAS IN 
CHARGE OF THE BROADWAY LINE, 
HE OPERATED 126 CARS DAILY. NOW 
THE TRANSIT COMPANY RUNS 3 EV- 
BRY DAY. It was formerly the custom of 
South Broadway people to walt about a 
minute for a car and-go uptown in about 
25 minutes. Now we wait about 2% minutes 
for a car and get whizzed up town in a 
minute, packed like cattle in a car that, 
doesn’t stop long enough to get cleaned.” 


WORSE THAN HORSE CARS. 

“The service now given the people of 
North St. Louis is worse than when we had 
horse cars,” said C. C. Crone, president 
of the North St. Loula Citizens’ Association 
yesterday. ‘“‘We are compelled to wait 10 or 
15 minutes to get a car going down town 
at dinner time. ~They always come in

WHEAT ADVANCED: 
CORN DECLINED 


MAY WHEAT SOLD UP TO 87 1-40 
THURSDAY. 


CORN DID NOT FOLLOW 


Mild Weather Decreased Demand for 
Stock Feed and Increased Move- 
ment of Grain to Market. 


While wheat advanced last week corn 
and oats declined. Mild weather all over 
the western states cut down the demand 
for stock feed and inereased the shipments 
of corn and oats. The feeding of wheat 
to cattle became lighter, but this fact did 
not influence the wheat market to any 
great extent. The holidays and the clos- 
ing of the foreign markets most of the 
week. did not depress wheat prices. _ In- 
stead, the highest pr@ce for the new crop 
was made Thursday when Liverpool was 
closed. On that day May wheat advanced 
to 87i4c, 2%c above the close of the previous 
Saturday. It was not so much the foreign 
uying which sent wheat up as it was the 
sale at St. Louis of many thousands of 
bushels to go to Ohio Valley mills and to 
western points. 

Kavorabie weather caused an increase in 
the movement of both spring and winter 
wheat to market. The northwest receipts 
amounted to 3042 cars, 2880 more than a 
year ago. Minneapolis reported that more 
spring wheat would have been marketed if 
the railroads could have furnished more 
cars. The primary receipts were 3,720,491 
bu, 175,509 bu more than a year ago. 

The winter wheat movement showed im- 
provement and the receipts at St. Louis 
were only 143,477 bu less than the same pe- 
riod a year ago, being 135,0.8 bu. 
iFrance ~ purchased congderable. wheat’ 
early in the week, but toward the close the 
export buying fell off. The wheat and 
flour clearances for the week were only 
4,291,543 bu, compared with 4,332,852 bu the 
previous week, which was very good, con- 
sidering that there were two holidays. 

Despite the large American crop and the 
present high prices many big sp<culators 
are bullish on wheat. Foreigners have not 
purchased all they must have. They must 
look to America for liberal supplies, as Ar- 
gentine will not be able to export as much 
as last year. Cable reports say that the 
Argentine crop is proving unsatisfactory 
and last week that country’ shipped no 
wheat. The Australian shipments, whil¢ 
larger than a week ago, were small. 

The latest German crop report estimates 
the wheat yield of the empire at 48,000,000 
bu less than a year ago, making it neces-

Men Must Speak Spanish 
After Jan. 1.

Raised First Federal Flag 
After Civil War. 


HOUSTON GAVE HER HIS HORSE 


MRS. ELIZABETH ALLEN DENISON 
DIES AT AGE OF 89. 


Wedded at Eighteen She Was a Noted 
Figure in Texas and the Friend 
of Many Men Distinguished 
in History. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—Mrs. Elizabeth Al- 
len Denison, the Barbara Frietchie of 
Texas, who died just at the Christmas- 
tide at the home of her daughter, Mrs. A. 
D. Hewitt, 225 West One Hundred and Thir- 
teenth street, this city, was a noted figure 
in the history of the state that was once a 
republic and almost an empire. The 
friend and counselor of famous generals 
who later served on both sides in the civil 
war, the mistress herself of hundreds of 
Slaves, she raised above her home in San 
Antonio the first Federal flag that floated 
in the state after the civil war. It was an 
act of daring. Her four children were with 


her in the big house and public sentiment 
was at boiling point. 

Working in secret she had wrought that 
flag wiih her own hartds. It was only when 
she saw it given to the breeze that her 
courage momentarily forsook her. 

lt is so big. so big,’’ she cried, folding 
her children to her bosom with the mother's 
fear that she had endangered their lives. 

Mrs. Denison was born in Baldwinsville, 
N. Y., in 1819. It was in 1836, when she was 
lj, that she went to Texas, then a repup- 
lic, under the chaperonage of Mrs. A len, 
who became farnous as ‘““fhe mother of the 
town of Houston.’ The young girl, richly 
endowed both mentally and phyeicaiiy, was 
feted like a «queen. : 

Gen. Sam isosten was then the presi- 
dent and gave her the horse which she rode 
at the battle of San Jacinto, and when her 
hand Was won by the dashing Major Royal, 
the richest plantation owner in the repub- 
lic, the general was present to bid her God- 
speed on the bridal journey (all on horse- 
back) to her husband's broad acres. later 
Mrs. Royal with Gen. Houston. opened the 
ball which celebrated Texas’ annexation to 
the Union. 

But the girl bride’s happiness was of 
short duration. Fifteen months after that 
brilliant wedding she stood beside her hus- 
band’s bier, a widow. Seven years later 
she became the wife of James A. Denison, 
afterward justice ofi the supreme court of 
Texas, and removed to San Antonio. It 
was here that she gathered about her a 
coterie of brilllant men and women. (Col. 
Robert E. Lee taught her children in Sua- 
Gay School. His farewell call on Mrs. Teni- 
son, just at the outbreak of hostilities, was 
a memorable one. 

“I will go with my state,”’ he said as he 
pressed her hand. 

Gen. Merritt, then a young officer, was 
in the early days of his command at the 
post. Beauregard and many another formed 
a part of the group about Mrs. enison. 
Her “bar dinners,”’ given to members of 
the legal profession exclusively, were fa- 
mous. Though no other woman was pres- 
ent, she invariably appeared at the head of 
her own table. 

To the close of her life Mrs. Denison re- 
tained the facile wit and conversational] dis- 
tinction which marked those years when 
she queened it down in Texas. Her taste 
was always for bright colors—a touch of 
blue ut her throat or.in her hair was the 
invariable relief of a somber gown. At her 
funeral, therefore, soft, pale colors re- 
placed the traditional black. The casket 
was of gray, the flowers laid upon it of 
vivid hues. Rev. Dr. Vanderwater offi- 
ciated, and the boy soprano, Ebbsmith, of 
Trinity Church, was the soloist.

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 27.—The automa- 
tion which has been holding forth in the 
show window of the Louis Grunewald Co., 
for the past two weeks, is not an automa- 
tion, but: a live one, the real thing, and 
that was demonstrated to the satisfaction 
of the public last night. At that time Mr. 
Gunewald announced to the publi¢ that the 
figure in the window would drink a glass 
of wine with him. * 

The crowds which had gathered about the 
show window at different times during the 
week were on hand at the appointed hour 
with their friends, and they were so manly 
that they stretched far out in the street. 
Men and women had crowded against the 
show window and remained for what seemed 
to be an interminable time, waiting for 
some show of life in the face to satisfy 
them that the figure was a real man, and 
not an automaton. For the most part, 
they waited in vain. They seemed to see 
the faintest movement of the eye or a twitch 
of the lips, but the longer they remained 
and watched, the more convinced were they 
that it was a delusion. 

Those who were on hand last night when 
the engagement of the automaton closed 
saw him for the real thing. At 8:14 o’clock 
Mr. Grunewald entered the show window, 
opened a bottle of champagne, set:a glass 
on the Apollo, which the automaton per- 
formed on. The automaton winked to the 
crowd, reached for the glass, drank the 
wine, and then there was a yell on Canal 
street which could have been heard at the 
river front.

SUME OF THE PROBLEMS SEEM

Tiensportation Across the Allegheny 
Mountains One of Them—Wiil- 
iam Henry Harrison Delc- 
gate From the North- 
west Territory. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—One of the preb- 
lems of the Sixth Congress, the first lo a6- 
remble at Washington, in 1800, was tne 
crossing of the Allegheny mountains. A 
few adventurous and hardy pioneers had 
even then climbed that great barrier be- 
tween civilization end the wilderness and 
seitiod in the great Northwest territory, 
which had a delegate in the Sixth Congress 
nm the person vt William Henry Harrison, 
who itorty years afterward, in liv, was 
elected President of the United Siates, 

fu tne present Congress this great Norta- 
west territory, instexd of having one deiv- 
gate, has twelve senators and eighty-five 
representatives from the populous siales or 
Ohio, Lilinois, Indiana, Michigan, Wiscon- 
gin and Minnesota. Building national turn- 
plkes over these mountains, two or Lice 
hundred niiles from Washington, so tnat 
the Ohio and Mississippi valieys and lake 
regious might be settled, was then a Midt- 
ter for the consideration of the Sixth Con- 
gress. ‘The presént Congress will consider 
the question of the irrigation ot the arid 
lands in the Rucky mountain region, at (nat 
tine not w part of the United Siates, as tne 
Lousiana Purchase ana the Mexican ac- 
quigition both cccurred afterward. | + 

The proposition of itrigating tne ari 
plains at the base of the Rocky mountains 
would have astounded a member of the 
Sixth Congress, and the mention ina Presi- 
dential. message of considering the Porto 
Rican and Philippine problems and guvern- 
ing those islands of the distant seas as 
United States possessions wouid have par- 
alyzed both houses of Congress.

Representation. 

The Sixth Congress had 32 senators and 
112 representatives, whiie the Fitty-seventn 
Congress, has 9v senators and 35: represen- 
tatives. In the Sixth Congress the two 
great states were Virginia and Massachu- 
setts, the former having 20 representatives 
and the latter 19, Pennsyivania being next 
in size, with 14 representatives, whiie the 
now kmpire State of New York had only 
0 representatives. Now New York nas 
representatives, Pennsylvania 28 and te, r- 
ginia and Massachusetts, respectively 10 
and 13. 

John Randolph of Roanoke was the Re- 
publican leader of the Sixth Congress, and 
John Marshall, the Federalist or adminis- 
tration leader, until nominated by Fresi- 
dent John Adams, chief justice of the su- 
preme court. ‘The speaker of the House 
and President of the United States were 
then both from Massachusetts. Jefferson 
was vice-president, hence the two most pop- 
ulous states, Virginia and Massachuseits, 
had the President, presiding officers of both 
Houses, and the two party leaders in the 
House. The speaker of the present Con- 
gress, David B. Henderson, comes from a 
region that was then a-part of France, Du- 
puque, lo., as the French name of his home 
town indicates{ a person trom that region 
then would ar been addressed as the gen- 

eman from ance.

Once, in a controversy with a Connecticut 
member, who had been a shoemaker, Ran- 
dolph asked him what he did with his 
leather aprorr when he came to Congress. 
The quick-witted Yankee instantly replied 
that he had made a Connecticut Pocahon- 
tas a pair of moccasins with it. 

The Sixth Congress had its Hanna and 
Platt, though Mr. Hanna was from Penn- 
sylvania. but Mr. Platt came from New 
York. They do not appear, however, to 
have possessed the qualities of leadership 
which characterize the members by that 
name in the present Congress. 

Pariy spirit ran higher m the Sixth Con- 
gress than in the Fifty-sixth, and higher 
than the indications now are that it will 
un in the Fifty-seventh Congress. An old 
writer says it was fortunate that the inau- 
guration of Jefferson and the closing scenes 
of John Adams’ administration took place 
in the seciusion of Washington rather than 
in a lerge city ike New York or Philadel- 
phia, “as thus bloodshed was probably 
averted.”’ 

This Congress possessed men of good 
abilitv; for example, John Marshall, called 
by many our most profound jurist. 

‘But some of the Congresses that soon fol- 
lowed were more brilliant, those in which 
such men as John Quircy Adams, Clay, 
Vebster and Calhoun were members. John 
Quincy Adams served 17 years in the House 
of Represeniatives after he had been Pres- 
ident for years, minister to England eight 
vears, and secretary of state under Monroe 
eight vears. 

He is the principal author of what is 
known as the “Monroe Doctrine,"" promul- 
gating it in his report as secretary of state 
and having his views indorsed by Presi- 
dent Monroe in his message to Congress. 
No one, however, ever thinks of giving him 
any credit for having originated this much- 
talked-of and popular American doctrine. 
He was probably the longest in public life 
of any of our statesmen, and at last was 
struck down by paralysis in his seat in the 
House of Representatives and died in the 
speaker's room, to which he had been re- 


moved. 


Same Old Gag 
Rules in the House.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 28.—Litale Sadie 
Herrin took carbolic acid becuse she 
wanted to die. It was !onesome on earth 
because her mamma and papa vfere gone 
and she longed to join them. She told this 


frankly in her simple, childish way, when ; 


she opened her eyes at the Receiving Hos- 
pital last night and found the surgeons 
bending over her. 

wzter she told more. When her parents 
died she went to her gandmother, who ili- 
treated her. Then she lived with her aunt, 
who made a drudge of her and beat -her 
when she did not do quite right. So she ran 
away three weeks ago to her brother Rob- 
ert and his wife, who treated her kindly 
but failed to make her see life as other 
children do. So she concluded to die. And 
yet she is only 13. ; 

She was rescued just in time as she lay 
senseless upon a tiny bed in her brother's 
home at 319A Tenth street. She had been 
very deliberate. 

Knowing there was a bottle of carbo'ic 
acid in the house she had taken it from 
the kitchen cupboard and had stolen away 
with it to her recom. That was between 
4 and 5 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 

An hour later the window of the room 
was forced open. Sadie was taken out and 
hurried away to the hospital. 

“Why did you do it, Sadie?’’ asked her 
little brother Walter, who is a messenger

“T want to be with mamma and papa.’’ 
replied the child, piteously. ‘‘i’m so l!one- 
some—I can’t even go out on the street.”’ 

“Tell me, did Nellie Meyers, your aunt, 
ill-use vou?’ 

“Yes; she beat me.” 

A scow! came over the lad’s face. He 
clinched his teeth and. muttered something 
under his breath. Then the child said to 
the hospital attendants: 

“My mamma died in January, four years 
ago. My papa died at Christmas the same 
year. Then I lived with my grandmother. 
She was cruel to me. Then I went to my 
aunt, Mrs. Meyers, at Morris avenue. She 
sent me to the Whittier primary school, but 
she wouldn't let me play around like other 
children. She made me get up at 6 in the 
morning and get breakfast for her husband, 
who is no relation of mine. I would eat 
three pieces of bread and drink a cup o 
coffee for my breakfast, and then mv aunt 
would tell me I ate more than she did and 
was a glutton. She beat me, too, and ev- 
ery other night she went upstairs to Mrs. 
Cronin and left me alone. Mr. Meyers 
show2d me a strap and said he would beat 
me with it. so I ran away to my brother 
and his wife. They've treated me all right. 
But I was so lonesome!’’ 

The brother, Robert H. Herrin, called at 
the hospital with his wife. They did not go 
to the child’s bedside. but after a short con- 
versation with the vounger brother left and 
went home. Before they left Robert Herrin 
said: “That's not right about the cruelty. 
Her aunt treated her well.’’ 

The aunt came presently. When she was 
told. what the child said she went to the 
bedside and cried: “How dare you tell sto- 
ries! You know I never beat you excent 
when you deserved it. You told such lies!’’ 

The child turned on her cot. “You know 
you didn’t treat me fair,’’ she said. ‘You 
were always cruel to me. You beat me. [I 
wasn't happy.” 

Mrs. Mevers went away. Both she and 
Mrs. Cronin, wihro lives in the upper fat at 
10 Morris avenue, declared positively that 
there was no truth in the girl’s story. 

A moment later Walter Herrin came back 
in a nurrv.: He called out to the child on 
the cot: ‘Sarah, keep your mouth shut, wil! 
you?" 

The child has prommoed not to attempt 
suicide again... and she will stay with her 
brother, who has engaged to care for her. 


PREPARING ANTI-TRUST SUITS. 


Attorney Faulk Says They Will Stim- 
ulate Development in Texas. 
AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 28.—County Attorney 
Henry Faulk today stated that he is work- 
ing on several anti-trust cases and that 
the rigid enforcement of the Texas anti- 
trust act will result in material benefit to 

Texas. He continued: 

“The enforcement of this law will bring 
relief to many infant industries of the 
state which are now suffering from oppres- 
sion by the larger concerns, which have, 
in man’v instances, entered into a combine 
or trust to drive out competition. There 
are also a number of Texas,industrial con- 
cerns which nave been forced against their 
will and ketter judgement to enter into com- 
bines of this nature in order to preserve 
their own investments ana they are hoping 
tc see the relief given them even if it is 
necessary that they shculd be made par- 
ties to the anti-trust sults. 1 know that 
the Texas breweries are giad that the trust 
which they had entered into with outside 
breweries has been brcken up. They are 
now freed from the oppression of these gi- 
gantic outside foreign brewing corporatisns 
and are able to oulld uy and extend their 
business in Texas in a legitimate manner. 
{ have no doubt that the dissolving of this 
trust by process o! luw will encourage the 
establishment of new oreweries in Texas at 
an early date. Thus there will’ be built up 
a ‘healthy competic.on which will redound 
to the benefit of the réecple of the state.’

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Once Having Hit the Popular Fancy, 
They Have Made the Compiler 
Very Wealthy. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 2.—One of 
the most curious collections at the library 
of Congress is that of almanacs. These 
publications, which, as advertising medi- 
ums, are left at the door, often to be at 
once thrown carelessly in the waste basket, 
have a striking and venerable history. 

It is still cOntended by many authorities 
that the almanac of 1457 was the first speci- 
men of printing, and it has been variously 
credited to Gutenberg, Schaeffer and Pfis- 
ter of Bamberg. Dr. Faustus, celebrated 
in legend, whose strange story has been 
immortalized by Mariowe and Goethe, was 
the accredited author of almanacs contain- 
ing astrological signs (retained at the pres- 
ent day) and necromantic secrets. ‘Poor 
Richard’s Almanacs,'’ the production of 
Benjamin Franklin, is well known as a 
iréasury of homely wit and wisdom. One 
of the greatest of modern German authors, 
Auerbach, first won his way to popular es- 
teem by using the almanac as a vehicle for 
his talents. 

Reyiomontous, a famous German mathe- 
matician, under the patronage of Maihias 
Corvinus, King of Hungary, published a 
series of almanacs from 1475 to 1506, and a 
yearly almanacs became an established 
custom in the sixteenth century. Henry 
Iil of France in 1670 enaeted that the al- 
manac should not be made the instrument 
,0f partisan politics by the introduction of 
prophecies against parties and individuals 
in the state. 

The first almanac in the modern shape 
appeared in England in 1673. It was com- 
piled by Maurice Wheeler, Canon of Christ 
Church, Oxford, and was printed in that 
city. The sale was so great that the 
beoksellers of London bought the copy- 
right in order to monopolize its subsequent 
sales. The ‘Almanac Royal,” of Paris, 1887, 
contained notices of pastimes, court recep- 
ticn days, fairs and markets, tu which were 
added soon afterward the geneaiogy of thx 
reigning house, a list of the clergy, etc. 

In England James I granted a monopoly 
|of the trade to the universities and the 
| Stationers’ Co., subject to the censorship of 
|} the Archbishop of Canterbury and the Bish- 
‘op of London. The universities accepted an 
‘annuity from their colleagues, and resigned 
the active exercise of their privi eg> into tne 
hands of the stationers. Under thelr super- 
| vision were conducted the popular a!manacs 
known as ‘‘Moore’s”’ and “‘Partridge’s,’’ the 
latter of which was humorously attacked 
by Swift. “Poor Robin’s Almanac,’’ pub- 
lished from 1652 to 1828, may have furnished 
a model, at least in title, for Franklin's 
“Poor Richard.’”’ 

Popular superstitions and the extrava- 
gances of astrology found room in these 
almanacs, the Stationers, Hke a genuine 
corporation of ‘“‘trust’’ of the time, hav- 
ing no personality of their own, and ex- 
hibiting no special bias, except for what 
would sell, as was particularly proved in 
1624, when they issued a set of predic- 
tions in one almanac and hitterly contra- 
dicted them in another. 

The famous ‘‘Moore’s Almanac’’ purport- 
ed to be edited by Francis Moore, physi- 
cian. The original Francis Moore died in 
1724, but the publication was still issued as 
if under his supervision, and 1775 a vig- 
orous rival arose in another almanac 
claiming to be the genuine Francis Moore. 
A great lawsuit followed, which was de- 
cided against the monopoly of the Station- 
ers’ Co. A bill to renew and legalize the 
privilege was brought into the House of 
Commons by Lord: North in 1779, but Lord 
Erskine, the great barrister, most brillant -y 
exposed the absurdity ‘and even {ndecency 
of the publication, and the bill was defeat- 
the privilege was thus de- 
stroyed, the Stationers purchased their ri- 


| Val and continued to hold the fleld with a 
i|but slightly improved style of publication 


until 1828, when the Society for the Diffu- 
sion of Useful Knowledge published their 
“British Almanac” and demolished their 
predecessors, with the able assistance of 
the daily press. which so vigorously as- 
sailed the Stationers’ publications that that 


company was constrained to follow the 
new example in the “Englishmen’s Al 
manac. 

The uniform price for an English alma- 
nac for many years was a penny, but the 
monopoly increased the price, and the im- 
position of the stamp taxes after Queen 
Anne’s time raised it still more. In .1781 
‘“Moore’s Almagac’’ was ninepence, two 
being for the stamp; in 1796 it rose to 16 
pence, and in 1816 to 2 shillings and 3 pence. 
Between 1821 and 1830 the duty produced an 
average yearly revenue of £31,000 to the 
government, but under Wi'liam IV this 
duty, then of 15 nence per stamp, was abol- 
shed. In evasion of the stamp act a shabb 
penny almanac was produced in England. 
and me@nv are still sold for that price. 

An almanac was established by Isaiah 
Thomas in Worcester, Mass., which gained 
and established an extraordinary repute 
in 1870 from the happy accident that, as

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THE MAYOR’ S 5 OPPORTUNITY 

In harmony with the Post-Dispatch’s urgent counsel to take up 
the question of securing an efficient street railway service which 
will conserve the comfort, convenience and safety of the people of 
St. Louls, Mayor Wells is investigating the problem and is pre- 
paring a message to the Municipal Assembly recommending legts- 
lation to this end. . 

Finding that existing legislation is a ‘muddle’ the Mayor is 
taking a wise first step in making a thorough examination of 
the ordinances in recommending that they be made clear and 
uniform, so that the street railways will understand what is re- 
quired of them and the publie will know its rights under the 
laws. 

But that Is only a firet step. In order to reach a final solution 
of the trouble it will be necessary to deal with the whole street 
railway situation and apply remedies for cxisting evils, which. 
will be automatic and certain in their operation. 

It is useless to pass a let of petty regulations which would 
require an army of inspectors and cause endless friction and po- 
lice action. This method of dealing with a great, complicated 
system never works weil. [t usually does more harm than good. 

Ordinances recuiring efficient fenders.and brakes and certain 
kinds of rails and cars may easily be enforced, but ordinances 
specifying in detail how cars shall be run on each division or line, 
at what times, etc., etc., are difficult to enforce. 

The most effective way to deal with the situation is to pass 
general ordinances penalizing a bad service so heavily that the 
company will find it to its advantage to give a good service. 

One great obstacle in the way of an adequate service is th: 
over-capitalization of the company, which imposes upon it a tre- 
mendous burden of gtocks and bonds. The public is penalized 
in order that the watered capitalization may be made sxood. 

But this obstacle must not seand in the way of the effort of 
the municipal authorities to secure a good service. The company 
is under obligations to supply that. It has been richly dowered 
with privileges for that purpose. The public is entitled to it. 

Mayor Wells is a business man with large experience in the 
street railroad tusiness. He has good business men associated 
with him in his administration. He can command the best busi- 
ness capacity to assist him. 

The Mayor should deal with the street railway question as a 
business proposition. He should apply to it sound business prin- 
ciples on behalf of the community. He should devise a policy 
which will bring out of the present unsound business conditions 
in the street railway service and itS annoying and damaging evils 
sound conditions and an adequate, safe and convenient service. 

The Mayor and his administration are confronted by a duty 
and an opportunity. It is a duty to protect thé public from the 
oppression of franchised, public service corporations, to guard its 
rights and promote the public welfare. Here is an opportunity to 
do a great public service to the people. 

Effective action is necessary now to abolish intolerable condi- 
tions in the community—conditions which d'sturb the public 
peace, interfere with business and tempt to violence. It is neces- 
sary in order to avert worse conditions during the World's Fair 
period. The present relations between the public and the street 
railway system are unendurable. 

Adequate, comfortabie, safe street railway transportation. 

This should be the Mayor's ultimatum and all the power and 
energy of his administration should be directed to securing it.

Manager Says, “It Is Certain That We 
Can Signal Across Ocean as Ac- 
curately as Companies 
Can Cable.”’

(Copyright, 1901, by Press Publishing Co.) 
FALMOUTH, England, Dec. 23.—‘It 
eertain that we can signal across the At- 
lantic as accurately as the companies can 
cable,’ said Marconi’s manager, Mr. Ent- 
wistle, to the Post-Dispatch correspondent, 
“We are in daily communication with our 
station in Ireland, 220 miles off.’’ 

When the correspondent revisited the Mar- 
coni station at Poldhu he found that Mar- 
¢Coni had unsealed the lips of Manager Ent- 
wistle. ‘‘I may tell you,’’ remarked Mr. 
Entwistle, ‘‘that your inquiry Sunday 7 °ek 
in behalf of the New York World and 8t. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, was positively the 
first intimation I had had of success of the 
experiment of telegraphing across the At- 
lantic. It was 12 hours before I had a ca- 
ble from Marconi. We were almost per- 
fectly ‘vonfident of success, but I confess 
1 was taken aback on getting the first news 
from a representative of an American news5- 
paper away out here 20 miles from every- 
where, late at night, with a gale raging. I 
have been rather amused at the criticisms 
about the letter we sent. Of course the let- 
ter “V’ usually is employed in test signai- 
ing and we use it between certain stations, 
but we purpoasty avoiaed the letter ‘V’ lest 
we might get it from other stations. We 
aiter the letter from week to week, and it 
happened to be the turn to telegraph ‘S.’ 

*‘*S’ for success,’’ observed ihe corres- 
pondent. 

“Yes; and our success is indisputable. We 
have established from certain prearrangea 
things that the signals received at New- 
foundiand were our signals. That is dem- 
onstrated certain. We had been signaling 
from the preceding Wednesday three hours 
at a stretch. You see those three masis, 
one taller than the others. It was from the 
two smaller ones, 150 feet high, that our 
Signals were sent. If we can do that with 
ramshackle masts and sheds to work in, 
What can we not do when we have our 
tower built and proper buildings?’ 

Mr. Entwistle then allowed himself, his 
staff, the masts and buildings to be photo- 
graphed for the World and Post-Dispatch, 
but when asked for permission to snapshot 
the instruments he conducted the corre- 
spondent to the boundary of the field in 
which the station is situated on the edge of 
a precipitious cliff, inclosed by a stone wal! 
surmounted with strong barbed wire, and 
directed attention to the notice thereon: 

“This fleld is strictly private. Please re- 
Bpect it as such.’ 

“Except on Mr. Marconi’s written order,”’ 
said Mr. Entwistle, “I should refuse access 
to those buildings even to the directors of 
the Wireless Telegraph Co.”’

Intsrument Has No Counterpart in the 
World—Required Nineteen Years 
to Construct the Ingenious 
Device. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The United

clockwork that are more or less interesting 
to the visitor to Washington and perhaps 
the best-known one is the old-fashioned 
clock that stands in the Senate corridor 
of the capitol building.

President Reosevelt Said to 
Favor the Idea. 


NATIONAL BANKS FOR’ IT 


THE SCHEME WOULD CALL FOR 
LARGE BOND ISSUE, 


Mcst of the Democrats and Many Re- 
publicans in Congress Are Known 
to Regard thé Plan as 
Feasible.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 28.—No formal 
steps have yet been taken in any direction 
looking to the government ownership of 
telegraph lines. The matter has only been 
discussed in the most general way. Sena- 
tor Mason, the new chairman of the Sen- 
ate committee on postoffices and post 
roads, denies that he has prepared a Dill 
appropriating $200,000,000 or any other sum 
to purchase the telegraph lines now in op- 
eration or that he contemplates doing so. 

Mr. Mason is in favor of the government 
owning the telegraphs and believes the 
matter will come up for consideration at 
this session, but In what way or with what 
result he will not predict. 

It is known that Henry C. Payne, the 
new postmaster-general, advocates govern- 
ment ownership of telegraph lines. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is also understood to be- 
lieve in this proposition and to have jn 
mind a plan to make it operative. 


National Banks 
Favor the Idea. 

It is understood here that the national 
banks are the strongest advocates of gov- 
ernment ownership of telegraphs at this 
time. Bonds which can be used as deposits 
for circulation are becoming scarce and the 
national banks would like to see $200,000,000 
in bonds issued to pay for the telegraph 
lines, provided these bonds could be used 
as deposits with the government. 

It is pointed out that the issuance of these 
bonds would cost the government nothing 
except the paper and printing. Both the 
Postal and Western Union Telegraph com- 
panies earn from.7 to 9 per cent on their 
capital. The bonds issued would pay but 
2 per cent interest. The remaining 5 to 7 
per cent profit would be clear to the govern- 
ment and could be utilized in creating a 
Sinking fund for the redemption of the 
bonds. 

In this way the purchase of the telegraphs 
would not interfere with the construction 
of the Nicaragua canal or cause a too large 
reduction in the treasury surplus. 


Not Divided 
on Party Lines. 


Nearly all the Democrats and many Re- 
publicans favor government ownership of 
the telegraphs. 

The government. has some telegraph lines 
of its own at present. There are owned by 
the government.and operated under the 
direction of the signal corps 6200 miles of 


telegraph and cable in the Philippines, 
10 miles in the United States, 3800 miles 


in Cuba and 500 miles in Alaska. Of the 
total, 1200 miles is cable.

PAYNE KNOWS NOTHING OF IT.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 28.—Regarding 
the reports from New York that the gov- 
ernment will issue $200,000,000 2 per cent 
bonds to buy the telegraph lines, Henry 
C. Payne today said: 

“I Know nothing of that report. I be- 
lieve that it is merely stock market rumor 
for the purpose of booming prices of the 
stock, I know of no desire or wish on the 
part of President Roosévelt to issue $200,- 
000,000 of bonds for this purpose. 

“It Is a questio:z:: which I have not con- 
sidered. I-do not know whether it would 
be a good or bad thing for the people. In 
fact, I know absolutely nothing about the 
question. 

“I never heard of President Roosevelt 
hf#¥ing any policy for the issvance of 
bonds for the purchase of the telegraph 
yines and know nothing about any other bill 
which is to be introduced in Congress for 
that purpose.”

The disastrous war between the 
Turf Congress and Western Jockey Club is 
over, and the sole management of racing 
matters in the West has been taken charge 
of by the latter organization. 

The various racing associations are appar- 
ently working in harmorty and strengthen- 
ing their forces for the coming year. 

New and valuable stakes have been added 
to the long list of prizes already published, 


old fixtures have been made richer, and 
overnight handicaps and purses will 


more liberal than ever they were before. 
Washington Park Club, the most liberal 
and progressive racing organization in the 
West, will give $07,000 in added money aione 
during its next summer meeting. Its princil- 
pal fixtures are the American Derby wit 
320,000 added, the Hyde Park stake with 
$5000, the Sheridan with $400, the Young

The 
stakes for the next three years are much 
larger than any ever given by any racing 
organization in this country, and the Ameri- 
van Republic, with $50,000 added and the 
Hopeful with $40,000 are well worthy the 
best efforts of American horsemen. 

The Brooklyn and Coney Island Jockey 
Clubs have also increased their stakes, 80 
that around the Metropolitan tracks race 
horse owners will have a real eldorado 
the coming year.

This is an enterprising move in th¢ right 
direction which will give an impetus and 
a popularity to the sport which cannot be 
overestimated and which will considerably 
improve the racing and breeding interests 
of the state. 

Saturday, Dec. 21, was a red letter day in 
the annals of California racing. 

Some extraordinary performances were 
witnessed on the Oakland track on that 
day, and it is probable that the record is 
unparalleled on the American turf. The 
previous.coast records for five, six and sev- 
en furlongs were smashed to smithereens, 
and incidentally two youngsters of more 
than ordinary promise have loomed up as 
dangerous contenders in the big stake 
events of the East and Middle West. They 
are New England and Cruzados, tne former 
owned by that astute and experienced 
horseman, Green B. Morris, and the latter 
by “Lucky” Baldwin, the genial master of 
the far-famed Santa Anita ranch. Cruza- 
dos’ race was in the junior stake. He car- 
ried 121 pounds, and ran the seven furlongs 
in 1:26 flat. The writer is of the opinion 
that this is the best race at that distance 
ever run in this country. While it does not 
equal the record, which is held by Clifford, 
it is within three-fifths of a second of it. 
Clifford's race was run over the Sheeps- 
head Bay track, Aug. 29, 1894, in 1:25 2-5, 
with 127 pounds up. He was then in the 
heyday of his glory, and was 4 years old, 
while Cruzados is only 2 years eld, and 

acked the heavy impost of 121 pounds. 

his was about 34 pounds more than his 
weight for age at this season of the year, 
while Clifford just carried five pounds more 
than the seale allowed him. All things con- 
sidered, this race stamps the son of the 
Emperor of Nerfolk as a colt of the highest 
caliber. If he is entered in the big events 
of the Chicago and St. Louis tracks it will 
take a horse of rare merit to take his 
measure. 

Another remarkable race on the same day 
was that of Headwater, in a six furlong 
dash, and carrying 107 pounds. He covered 
the distance in 1:12%. which lowers the 
and which is only a 
quarter of a second higher than the record 
made by Bummer at Kinloch Park Oct. 17, 
1900, and carrying 80 pounds. As the scale 
of weights for 4 and 5-year-olds are equal 
at this season of the year, it can be seen 
that Headwater’s performance in carrying 
107 against Bummer’s 80 is the better, the 
latter being 4 yvears old and Headwater 5. 
Headwater has always been a speedy ani- 
mal. and it is worthy of note that he is 
bred by Watercress, which is the sire of 
the great Nasturtium that will carry the 
American colors in next year’s English 
Derby. 

Another race that calls for some notice 
was the match between New England and 
St. Nicholas, the latter owned by the pow- 
erful corn. combination of Burns & Wa- 
terhouse. he distance was five furlongs 
and they carried 111 pounds each, and were 
ridden by the two best riders in California, 
‘*‘Minnie’’ O'Connor and Henry Spencer. 
New England won as his rider pleased and 
covered the distance in the phenomenal time 
of 58% seconds. 

The record for five-eighths of a mile is 
held by George F. Smith, a 4-year-old with 
100 pounds up, at San Francisco, May 7, 
1895, 59 seconds... As George F. Smith car- 
ried 11 pounds less than New England, and 
as he was two ‘years older, the performance 
of New England seems decidedly the better 
and entities him to be ranked among the 
very best 2-year-olds in the tountry. A race 
between him and Cruzados at any distance 
from half a mile to seven furlongs would 
be a most interesting sporting event. New 
England's time by the furlong is better than 
that of Cruzados, the former figuring 
11 9-10 seconds, while the latter is 12 2-7, 
but the fact that Cruzados went the longer 
route should equalize the difference in time. 
The owner of Cruzgados has siready won 
four American Derbies with Volante, Silver 
Cloud, Emperor of Norfolk and Rey El San- 
ta Anita, and it is more than likely that he 
will make a special effort to win the great 
classic again in 1902 with this fast young- 
ster. He has proved that he can go a route 
and that is the main requirement. 

The time seems propitious for establish- 
inganew records. New Orleans is vicing 
with Oakland for that honor and matters 
in that respect are about even between 
them so far this winter. On Dec. & the 
New Orleans track record for six furlongs 
was broken by Sevoy, with 116 pounds up, 
having covered the distance in 1:12%.

N. E. Young, who has been. retired from 
he presidency of the National League, has 
hed 4: varied career. 

For more than a quarter of a century 
he has been connected with the game, 
ither as player or executive officer, and 
was a popular figure. 

After all these years of active service in 
the business, he finds himself shelved in 
the storm and turmoil of contending fac- 
tions. General regret is felt for his retire- 
ment, as he has been a consistent and 
steady supporter of the national pastime. 

The following is a brief sketch of his 
career: 

N. E. Young, the late president of the 
National League, was born Sept. 12, 1 
at Amsterdam, N. Y. From his youth he 
was a great devotee of cricket and base- 
ball and from 1855 until 1862 he was num- 
bered among the greatest players of this 
country at the English \game. In 1862 he 
joined the Union army and served three 
years in the War of the Rebellion with the 
Thirty-second New York Infantry and the 
United States Signal Corps 

Even while in the army “Uncle Nick’’ 
played in several inter-regimental cricket 
and baseball matches, and here it was that 
he really first began his career as a ball 
player. 

In 1868, after leaving the army, Young 
made his first prominent appearance in a 
sporting role, when he was one of the star 
players on the All-American cricket team 
that met the All-English aggregation. 

It was in 1871, however, that Young be- 
The Olym- 

ic Baseball Club was organized at Wash- 
ngton and ‘Uncle Nick’’ played and man- 
aged the organization. 

During the year 1874 Young managed the 
Chicago Club for a part of the season, but 
with this exception all of his time since 1871 
has been spent in the executive offices of 
the League. 

In the latter year professional basehall 
was first organized. Young was one of the 
promoters of the idea, and it was he who 
called to order the meeting which effected 
the organization At this gatherine he was 
elected secretary of the body, and he has 
retained this position ever since. 

At the League meeting of 1884 Young was 
first made president of the organized body 
controlling professional baseball. Then 
when the National League reorganized un- 
der what has sinee become known as the 
‘ten-year’ agreement, Young was contin- 
ued in his position as the executive of the 
body, being elected for the full 10-year 
torm. During his entire service as presi- 
tent of the League. the office of secretary 
and treasurer has ne with that of pres- 
fent. and “Uncle Nick” has held all three 
positions continuously. Personally he has

STOCK BEARS 
WERE DEFEATED 


— 


BANK STATEMENT AND SUGAR 
RALLY THE FAOTORS. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—The strong bank 
statement sustained the stock market to- 
day. The large gain in cash by the banks 
was attributed to returns from the local 
channels of the holiday trade. The nomi- 
nal increase in loans was considered fav- 
orable in view of the activity in the stock 
market. 

Large holders of securities, with a vital 
interest in sustaining the price. of their 
holdings, have had to contend with a num- 
ber of adverse circumstances this week. 
These circumstances have been supplement. 
ed in their influence by the active efforts of 


an important and well organized bear 
party, who succeeded in making large in- 
roads in prices of a number of prominent 
stocks, with sympathetic effect on the list. 
The operationg by the bears were over- 
aone, according to the indications of the 
latter part of the week, and their efforts 
to retrieY their position by covering snort 
contracts caused recoveries to above last 
week's closing prices.. These developments 
gave some animation to the market in 
spite of the tendency to dullness, charac 
teristic of the holiday period. There ha 
been no evidence of what is called outside 
interest in the market. 

The January disvursements will reach un- 
precedented proportions this year and will 
include many new dividend payers, besides 
the important increase in distribution by 
old dividend payers. Preparation for these 
disbursements makes large temporary de- 
mands upon the market, and the activity 
of the money market has kept apprehension 
alive with flurries caused by the calling ot 
loans. 

Sugar has assumed the dominant position) 
in the market lately held by Amalgamated. 
Copper and its violent decline affected the 
whole market while’ it lasted. Its equally 
violent recovery was an effective factor in 
rallying the market. This stock was sold 
with reckless freedom by the bears, on the 
assumption that conditions in the trade 
were similar to those recently prevailing 
in the copper trade, giving ground for ex- 
pecting a similar prolonged decline in the 
stock. Their campaign resulted in a rout. 

The question of railroad earnings pre- 
sents contradictions which have led to sus- 
picions that conditions have been under 
manipulation for the purpose of influencing 
public opinion on the subject of combina- 
tion and the community of ownership. The 
compilation of returns of ———— for 37 
railroads for the third week in December 
shows a decrease of 3.46 per cent com- 
pared with last year. This is the first time 
a decrease has been shown for the corre- 
sponding period since 1896. Other roads, 
reporting today, showed a similar ten- 
dency, including the soft coal carriers. 

This follows a showing for the previous 
week of a smaller ratio of increase over 
last year than has been current for some 
time and gives rise to troubled conjecture 
whether a symptom of culmination of rail- 
road osperity is disclosed. Explanations 
are offered that severe cold weather caused 
a check to railroad traffic that is only tem- 
porary;.that the cutting of freight rates, 
which probably had to do with the de- 
creased earnings, is also temporary and 
that comparisons are made with an extraor- 
dinary level of earnings last year. es- 
specially in the southwestern region. The re- 
ported decreases had nwo effect on the prices 
of stocks, those which showed marked de- 
clines in earnings leading the strong ad- 
vanoe in the stock market the latter part 
of the week.

The last contract made by the London 
postal authorities for carrying Australian 
mails was for £4§,§00, or $2,193,576, and 
valied for what is Known as the Suez route. 

A new contract ig about to be made, and 
the British government decided to give the 
United States three trials in handling the 
mail before another agreement is entered 
into. 

The frequency of storms in the Indian 
ocean causés great delays, making the trip 
often from 3% to 40 days in duration. 

The route eastward across the Pacific to 
San Francisco would be freer of danger 
from natural causes. 

America has some swift steamers plying 
between San Francisco and Australia that 
maintain an average speed at sea greater 
than that of British ships. 

Another ‘point of advantage lay in the 
gain of one we ha eromping the 480th merid- 


lan (longitude) between Auckland in New 
Zealand and Page Pago in Samoa. 

In the two tests completed the best ships 
have rushed the mails from Melbourne to 
San Francisco, where special trains have 
whirled it across the continent to 
York, where it was loaded on great trans- 
atlantic liners and sent away to England. 

The results of the two tests are highly 
gratifying to the United States postal au- 
thorities, and even more time is expected 
to be saved on the third test. the mails. for 
which are now in transit to San Francisco 
from Australia.

the appearance of the stranger in Perseus, a star wholly 
unknown to men who have studied the heavens all their 
lives, serves to remind that, for all hig mastery ever great 
problems, there are stili reasons whiy the spirit of mortal 
should not be too proud. 


Wireless telegraphy, submarine boating ana practical bal- 
looning are doubtless the most significant discoveries of 
the year. The possibilities in either oné of these appearhas 
wildly imaginative as anything produced by Jules Verne, 
Scientists are almost unanimous, if not entirely so, in the 
belief that none but wireless telegraphy will be in use 
within a very few years. Following Marconi’s successful 
tests with atmospheric telegraphy without wires, Orling 
and Armstrong send messages through the earth and di- 
rect torpedoes through the water, so that thé possibilities 
here are wonderful enough. The fact that the Fulton laid 
ll nours on the bottom of the seas without inconvenience 
to her crew arouses a very natural belief that the time 
is not far distant when every other ship of war will be at 
the mercy of the submarine craft, which ean fight with 
fearful effect, and yet cannot be struck in return or even 
guarded against, for it cannot be destroyed even by its 
own kind. ‘lhe ssibilities in ballooning are equally ex- 
travagant. Tf Santos-Dumont can fly around the Fiffel 
Tower, why may he not fly acfoss seas and over moun- 
teins and where he will? So that, while the other great tri- 
umphs of the year have their significance, the submarine 
beat, the dirigible bailoon and the wireless telegraph are 
of such enormous importance that either one of these would 
alone be glory enough for a year. But the year 1001 pro- 
duces them all 

With all the remarkable progress of the year, it may be 
safely said that there is but a single development that was 
not expected. This is the new star in Perseus. The world 
was rapidly epproaching the practicable in balloons, sub- 
marine boats, wireless telegraphy and enormous ships, It 
was close upon the two-minute trotter, It was preparéd 
tor more determined assaults upon the pole. But none 
had foretold the new star in Perseus, and none ‘had fore- 
séen. It came unheralded, and it is today the great mys- 
tery of fascinating scienees of whign astronomy is 
chief. Ths astronomer could foresee for the year the ap- 
pearance of three great planets in conjunction, something 
but once every 1200 years, but this interesting 
been robbed of its luster by the appearance of 

and the nebulae surrounding it like a fall of 
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upon submarine craft. She is 76 feet long, and is run by 
electricity, her batteries carrying her 140 miles with each 
charge. She is a torpedo boat carrying a torpedo tube, 
and is quite as remarkable a craft as the famous Nautilus 
of fiction. For instance, last Saturday, in a test in Long 
Island Sound, the Fulton fired a torpedo while under wa- 
ter and then rose to the ¢urface so quickly that the gun- 
ner was able to mark the accuracy of his shot when the 
torpedo rose above water. She carries her air in casks, 
and on her last test lay at the bottom of the sea for 15 
continuous hours Without any suffering upon the part of 
her crew. Bhe can rise and duck like a bird, her captain 
claiming for her that she can disappear between the time 
when the gun of an enemy flashes and when the missile 
from the gun strikes. 

As far as is known, the Fulton is the most successful 
submarine boat in the world. France has a fleet of sub- 
marines, but none of the French vessels.have equaled the 
performance of the Fulton. Russia is experimenting with 
submarines, but the world is not permitted te know with 
what results. England is working with submarines, but no 
signal success has attended the British efforts. Germany 
has within the last two years taken up submarine work 
at Kiel. But France and the United States have been 
foremost in the experimenting for years, and these coun- 
tries doubtless lead all others in the production of these 


interestigg craft. The Fulton's performance excells that 


of any French submarine so far produced. The submia- 
rines in this country are the property of a company hold- 
ing the Holland patents, They are only protected by pat- 
ent rights. They are not secret, and any representative 
of any government may see them. In fact, it is for the 
benefit of the United. States and Swiss governments, pros- 
pective purchasers, that the Fulton has been giving ex- 
hibits within the last two weeks. 

Inventor Holland first constructed the submarine boat 
Holland. He had this boat complete when the United 
Btates went to war with Spain, and endeavored to have 
the boat adopted by the government and taken to Cuba 
for use against the Spanish fleet. The offer was rejected, 
and, now that the Fulton has proven a success, it is’ freely 
admitted that the navy department missed an opportunity 
to make the first practical: use ef the submarine torpedo 
boat in actual war. The Fulton’s captain says he can take 
her into any harbor in the world and destroy an entire 
fleet without being s¢en-at all, and her inventor says the 
Holland could have done this very thing at Santiago while 
the American fleet waited for Cervers to come out, 
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The first of the Holland ‘poate ‘aid not satisfy. even its 
inventor. It could be submerged,..but- only for @ brief 
while The Fulton was ‘built, °It was ‘launched itn June 
of this year. Since then it has been on the Atlantic coast 
preparing for the final test ot its merits. This test was 
made in Long Island Sound Nov. #% and 2, when the Ful- 
ton, with all her crew aboard, quietly dropped below the 
surface to remain 15 hours. At the appointed momegt she 
reappeared with every one aboard in good health. Mr, 
Holland had this test made before répresentatives of the 
United States navy, desiring that the Fulton be cleared 
of thie charge that, while it could be submerged, it was 
of no practice] value in warfare Ddecause It eould only re-

Its Hatchet Men to Do Murders for 
Which None Are Held to Answer. 


HE hatchet men, or highbinders, of the Chinese Quarter in San Francisco, 
have declared war upon each other, and Chinamen are being shot, struck 


down and stabbed despite the vigilance of the police.

In the year there have been 19 murders of this sort-in the Quarter, 


four of these in the last 10 days, and there is not a Chinaman in the city prison to 
answer, In the last decade there have been 118. murders in this feud and 184 assaults 


with murderous intent. 


In the Chinese (Quarter are two great families, the Wongs and the Tings. The 
family organization of each is called atong. Every Chinamanin the quarter is 
recognized as a Wong man or a Ting man as readily as a ‘St. Louisan is recognized 
as a Democrat or a Republican. There are many criminals in these tongs, and they 


are perhaps the most elusive criminals in the world.

They are deputized to strike when some member of the 
The motto of both tongs is “an eye for an eye 


and a tooth for a tooth,” so that when a Wong man is found with his skull cleaved, 
it is a certainty that a Ting man will die ere another day. It is only when the score 
balances that there are intervals without murders. 

The hatchet men got their name from their general use of the hatchet. It was 
for years their only weapon in the Chinese Quarter of San Francisco. They only 
believed in burying it in the other fellow’s head. Subsequently they have adopted 
the butcher knife and revolver to quite an extent, but the tong murderer still car- 
ries an occasional hatchet in his ample sleeve. Like the Old Man of the Mountain, 


the tong dispatches these hatchet assassins.

The Chinese consul and the law-abiding Chinese have despaired of bringing 
a5out peace.

N no other city in the world does such 
] an extraordinary condition of affairs 

exist as {is now exhibited right here in 
the Chinese quarter. The hatchetmen of 
r'val tongs (associations) are at war with 
each other. The other afternoon, in iess 
than an hour, two men were shot and bad- 
ly wounded; later, the other faction bal- 
anced the vendetta by shooting to death 
two membcrs of the opposing tong. Next 
day reprisal was taken by killing a mem- 
ber of the rival association. Retaliation 
quickiy followed, and a henchman of the 
other side was hacked down with a butch- 
er’s cleaver and carted away to the Re- 
celving Hospital to join his wounded rivals. 
According to the tong sense of justice, 
the account is at present enly roughly bal- 
anced. To square it one of the two wound- 
ed men must die; then the tally wiil read, 
two killed and one wounded on each side. 
The man on whose fate the war is hanging 
in the air has four bullets in him, one 
through the stomach, so his chances of re- 
covery are sli'ght. 

Of course the police department Is inde- 
fatigable to stop the savage vendetta. But 
a list of 14 similar assassinations this year, 
aside from the wounded, without the arrest 
of a single assailant on!y too graphically 
telis the story of police success.

loca) Chinese fashion, instead of appealing 
to the “white man’s courts” to settle the 
difference, called out its hatchetmen and 
turned them loose. 

These murderous feuds are not new in 
San Francisco. They have been breaking 
out periodically for 20 years past, and are 
today as swift, as deadiy and apparently 
as immune from punishment as they were 
three’ decades ago. The potice are now 
more active, more vigilant and more thor- 
Oughiy understand the Chinese, but it re- 
quires something more than this to catch 
a guilty hatchetman. Some people explain 
it succinctly by quoting ““‘Tammany meth- 
ods,"" and some by declaring that it is next 
to impossible to snare a Chinese criminal, 
protected by his tong, amid surroundings 
and conditions as they exist in the Chinese 
quarter. 

Certainly the conditions and surround- 
ings arc the most unique on the continent. 
Fancy a colony of 20,00 Chinese, pianted 
in the heart of a bustling American city of 
200,000 inhabitants. Fancy them living in 
their Asiatic customs, manners, dress and 
coremonies, with shaved heads and hang- 
Ing queucs, eating with chopsticks and con- 
scientiously consulting the punk-burning 
shrines of their josses on all stated occa- 
sions, a moticy gathering of 20,000 Chinese, 
the largest in any city outside of China, 
with a thin skimming of wealthy mer- 
thants and the rest a potpourri of small 
shopkeepers, shoe, machine and cigar 
operatives, house servants, fishermen, veg- 
etable peddlezs, rag pickers, vagrants and 
criminals, all huddled and packed together 
in an ill-smelling squalid district, four 
blocks square, the industrious class made 
up of the most frugal, most indefatigable 


- workers on earth and the criminal! class of 


the most ruthless, unconscionable scala- 
Wags that ever cursed a country, and by 
far the worst of this criminal class are the 
hatchetmen, sometimes called highbinders. 


Though to the ordinary observer the 
hatchetman looks and dresses like thou- 
sands of other Chinamen, the police usual- 
ly know him by his reputation and by his 
hangdog appearance. He is the rowdy, the 
ruffian cf his countrymen, and never works 
when he can “rustle’’ money in any other 
way. In early days, when weapons were 
scarce, he earned his title by using a 
hatchet to dispatch his victim. He se 
creted it in his baggy sleeves. Later on 
he adopted the butcher knife, ground to a 
razor-like edge. For some years past he 
has been using a Colt’s revolver, 44 caliber. 
Iie loves to tear big gaping wounds in his 
victim and so make sure of his game. He 
has not yet become acquainted with that 
high refinement of Caucasian civilization, 
the smal! caliber and expanding bullet. 

The prominence of these hatchetmen and 
the power they wield here is peculiar to 
California alone; the root of it all, Iike 
everything else Chinese, reaches back into 
China. You cannot separate & Chinaman 
from his home country; he expects to re- 
turn there with his savings if he lives and 
to have his bones sent there for burial when 
he dies. Nearly every coolie that comes to 
this country hajls from the Canton dis- 
trict, and every one of them, good, bad 
or indifferent, is a member of some big 
family like the Lees, the Wongs or the 
Chins. More tightly than by steel bands 
are the Chinese banded in groups by these 
family cords. Touch a Chinese and you 
touch his whole family. In China they un- 
derstand this feeling and make use of It 
to govern the districts. When a man com- 
mits a crime and flees, the mandarin sim- 
ply seizes the most prominent member of 
the culprif's family and holds him as a 
hostage till the familly rtself returns the 
malefactcr or pays the fine agsessed on 
his crime. That is the ragson why the tong, 
as it thrives in California, could not ex- 
ist for a moment in China. But in &an 
Francisco the ‘“‘white devils’’’ law does 
not attempt to rule through the family 
tie, hence the tongs flourish. 

The tongs are simply organizations for 
offense and defense. When common cause 
allies the several tongs together they might 
be called a crime trust. Their organization 
for evil is patterned on the lines of the 
most respectable and influential local Chi- 
nese organization. 

Some 30 years ago when the Chinese be- 
gan to flock here, they quickly discovered 
that it would be extremely advantageous 
to develop some sort of an organization to 
handle their business and watch over their 
interests while they devoted a!l their time 
to making money. Gradually Six Com- 
panies was formed, and under their respec- 
tive banners the Lees, the Wongs and the 
various families gathered. Officers were 
chosen and paid salaries to look after all 
Chinese interests, generally and individ- 
ually. For instance, the Chinese hates 
to appeal to the white man’s courts, so 
the heads df these companies, like the eld- 
ers in the Chinese villages, are called up- 
on to settle disputes over property and 
other differences; to arrange for the ship- 
ment of the bones of deceased members to 
China and to direct new emigrants till 
they became acquainted with our customs. 
The success of these Six Companies in 
handling the interests of the decent element 
gave the cue to the criminal class. Like the 
Six Companies they organized for self-pro- 
tection and to help each other. 

But there was one big difference; they 
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banded for protection against the police ana 
to help each other biackmall, rob and ter- 
rorize their own countrymen. At first glance 
one might suppose they realized the humor 
of the sitration when they named thelr 
association. For instance, Suey Sing Tong 
signifies the ‘‘Water Spirit Ascociation,”’ in 
other words, ‘‘Good Fairy.’’ In reality the 
tong is composed of as choice a lot of 
blackmailers, cutthroats and bravos as 
ever foregathered out of the far East. An- 
other tong calls itself the ‘Native Sons,’’ 
a name taken from the big organization of 
native born Californians, known as the 
‘‘Native Sons of the Golden West.”’ 

The Chinese take matters far too serious- 
ly and stolidly to see anything humorous 
in these titles. They adopted fnem to !mi- 
tate the reputable benevolent associations 
and cloak their real purpose. Under such 
respectable names they have their large 
rooms furnished according to each tong’s 
thrift or success in plunder, where the 
proper officials supervise the tong’s com- 
forts and regular business interests. Like 
the Six Companies, these tongs have proved 
a great success, as organizations. The or- 
iginal tong has now about 14 healthy rivals. 
#ll of them ready at a moment’s notice to 
fight shoulder to shoulder in a common de- 
fense against the “white devils’ and equal- 
ly ready to fly at one another’s throats 
over the possession of a slave girl or the 
plunder of some successful tong. 

With the tong crime is a business pure 
and simple. So to the highest bidder they 
sell their services against anyone but a 
winember of their own family. Criminals of 
the same family name invariably belong 
to the same tong, and to that extent it is 
a family affair and they dwell together in 
accord and blood brotherhood. So prevalent 
is the business of blackmail among them 
that frequently when one tong threatens 
‘to do’’ a man unless he pays a certain sum 
on a specified date, the victim often em- 
ploys another tong to defend him. Like 
a brother white man caught uncer the same 
screw, the victim knows if he once sub- 
mits it will be nothing thereafter but “pay, 
pay, pay.” 

The tongs don’t confine their operations 
to the ordinary working classes. Any 
wealthy merchant in a position where he 
can be squeezed is at once snared. When 
business is dull and there are no calls for 
their services as hatchetmen they. resort to 
every day robbery, raiding the gambling 
dens with which the quarter is literally 
peppered, kidnaping slave girls for ransom 
and plain Faistaffian pilfering. 

The present deadly feud in Chinatown 
aptiy illustrates the spirit and methods of 
the hatchetmen in their periodic wars with 
each other. It originated in a business dis- 
pute. Sometime ago the Chins and the 
Wongs, two influential families, decided to 
go into the shrimp fishing business on the 
southern coast. The Wongs put $20,000 into 
the venture. Recently, they became Ssus- 
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picious that they weré not being fairty 
treated, and they asked for the return of 
their money. At first there was some de- 
mur, but finally it was tendered them. Im- 
mediately they demanded a sum they de- 
clared ought to be coming to them in ac- 
crued profits. At once there was a great 
wrangling over the amounts of these 
profits, The air was filled with charges of 
swindling, counter charges of blackmail, 
denunciations and threats. Each side, in 
a rage, rushed from the meeting to sum- 
mon its hatchetmen. 

About an hour later Low Fook of the 
Wong clan, in company with a friend, was 
entering a gambling den. Both men were 
utterly ignorant that any feud was on 
against their family. Suddenly a Chinese 
stepped up behind them and opened fire. 
Four buliets struck Low and two struck 
his companion. Low staggered to the wall 
and tried to draw his revolver, but he was 
too weak to fire and sank, bleeding, to the 
floor. As he did so he handed his pistol to 
a cowering Chinese near. by and begged 
him to shoot his assailant. The fellow 
shoved the weapon into his pocket and 
ran away, at the heels of the assassin. 
They are now thought to be confederates. 
In a few minutes the police ambulance ar- 
rived and conveyed both men to the Re- 
ceiving Hospital. Low is expected to dle. 

Less than an hour later the Wong tong 
had mapped out a plan of bloody ven- 
geance. Several members slipped into a 
lodging house, where a scout had located 
two followers of the Chin tong asleep in 
an opium den. The assailants opened the 
door and deliberately fired at the sleeping 
men, killing them in cold blood. Nearly 
half an hour later a tenant in the house 
casually told a policeman on the street 
that he thought he had heard shots fired 
on the premises. When the patrolman vis- 
ited the place to investigate he found two 
Chinese dead in their bunks, but, of course, 
no trace of the murderers, 

Next day the Chin tong took the fleld to 
even up the score and kill a Wong. Won 
Get, a salmon fisherman, just dewn from 
Alaska, was the first of his family name 
that came in sight, He was quietly walk- 
ing along the street, and was within a 
stone's throw of the main city prison when 
two hatchetmen, who had been dodging 
him for several blocks, slipped up closer, 
and one of them fired four shots into his 
back. 

Then followed a vivid illustration of the 
way fellow-members of the tong protect 
and aid each other in their crimes. In the 
fore front of the crushing crowd that gath- 
ered about the dying man was a small group 
of Chinese who had been carelessly fol- 
lowing the assassin. In the center of this 
group was a man who closely resembled 
the Chinaman who had done the shooting. 
At the signal of the pistol shots this man 
was shoved to the front, and the tong men 
began to wildly jabber and gesticulate

Barbara Bothm.1n, a little girl living in 
Jackson, Miss., was the victim of the acorn.

In the appendix the acorn was 
found. much enlarged from the heat and 
moisture. The child recalled having swal- 
lowed it in her play. The shock of the op- 
eration was too much for her, and she died.

ly shouldered into a doorway, where he 
turned and ran, seeking sheiter in a dark 
room. Shortly afterwards the pursuing po- 
lice easily routed him out and arrested 
him. Meanwhile the real assassin was 
quietly surrounded by other members of 
his tong, to whom he passed his sveapons 
and, in a jiffy, a dark doorway, in a nar- 
row alley, conveniently swallowed him. 
Within six hours the arrested man easily 
proved his innocence, and the police dis- 
covered witnesses who explained the ruse 
of the tong. . 

Later on another man was cut down with 
a butcher's cleaver as he was buying meat. 
He was taken to the receiving hospital 
badly wounded. As there was a personal 
dispute between the two men the authori- 
ties were inclined to attribute this assault 
to a family row rather than to the tong 
war that is now going on. 

Quan Shoo, a barber, was shot down in 
hia shop Dec. l4. 

Wong Fook, a steamship cook, was cut 
down with a butcher's cleaver while emok- 
ing in hig room Dec. 16.

Through years of patient endeavor and 
worldly experience with the police the tongs 
have contrived ideal hiding places in the 
Chinese quarter. The squares of the dis- 
trict are cut up into alleys and narrow 
crooked streets, which afford excellent 
places where a closely pursued criminal 
may dodge and disappear. The tongs have 
skillfully figured out a lot of ramifying 
courses which they take when too hotly 
pursued by the police. These courses lie 
through certain big, densely tenanted build- 
ings, over the connecting roofs and down 
dark cellars into tortuous passageways 
that may end in a sewer, a blind wall, a 
rag picker’s nest, or somebody's backyard. 
No policeman pursuing a fleeing hatchet- 
man through these crooked waya ever 
knows where he is going to come out. One

LL these creatures, ancient and mod- 

A ern, or, rather, thelr remains, were 
dug out cf a single hole in a muck 

bed on the plains of Afton. All of the ma- 
terial collected, including the articles of 
human manufacture, were obtaineé. from 
an excavation not above a yard and @ half 
cube. The implements are far superior in 
quality to anything of the kind that we 
have in the National Museum, while the 
collection as a whole probably surpasses 
in interest any single find hitherto made. 

The place 1 was calleq upon to visit was 
a most unpromising swamp—a quaking bog, 
which shook beneath the feet as one 
stepped upon it. In the midst of this bog 
was an ancient spring, which, as indicated 
by our investigations, had been used for 
ages as a drinking place by animals of ali 
kinds. Not long ago an effort was mads 
to improve the quality of the water sup- 
ply, necessarily valuable in that region, 
by sinking a sort of wooden box five feet. or 
£0 square into the marsh where the water 
bubbles up. The mud was cleared out of 
the water-hole as far as possible, and 
boards were driven down into the moist 
soll. Incidentally a good many teeth of 
maste“ens and mammoths were found, to- 
echer with flaked flint implements, and 
these excited the attention of Dr. R. H. 
Harper of Afton, a gentleman of scientific 
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inclinations, who notified the National Mu- 
seum. 

The first thing we did was. to clear out 
the spring box, which was partly filled with 
mud, placing boards over the surface to 
stand upen while we worked. At a 
depth of four or five feet the men began 
to throw out mastodon teeth and some 
flint implements, but a little deeper the de- 
posits became much richer. It appeared 
that the sharpened lower ends of the boards 
used for making the box had been driven 
into accumulations of bones of buffalo, elk, 
deer, wolves and horses (all modern ani- 
mals), associated with large numbers of 
beautiful flint tools, while all about and 
intermingled with these modern things 
were the bones of ancient forms of mam- 
mals. 

The flint implements were nearly all con- 
tained in a single: pocket, none of them 
being deeper than six or seven feet, and the 
bones of modern animals were confined to 
approximately the same area. As for the 
teeth of the mastodons and mammoths, 
they diminished in numbers as the digging 
was carried farther away from the spring. 
Practically all of the implements were in 
the spring itself. I had pits dug at dis- 
tances of twenty feet from the spring on 
the north, east and west sides, but they 
yielded very little. One flint tool was 
found in the muck, and bereath that an oc- 
easional tooth of mammoth or mastodon. 

Among other objects {fat we dug up 
were bone tools, which probably were 
used for flaking the flint implements. One 
mammoth tool was of remarkable size, 
measuring sixteen inches fh  Ilength. 
Though I brought back a great many ot 
these teeth, they represent only a smal: 
fraction of those found. Many of them 
are wonderfully perfect, the enamel hav- 
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ing preserved them, while the ordinary 
bones are nearly all decayed. One mem- 
moth tooth, by the way, is so abnormad in 
shape, being a regular freak tooth, in- 
deed, as to indicate that the animal to 
which it belonged must have suffered fear- 
fully from toothache during its lifetime.

Such is the information given the United 
tates government by F. J. Thornbury, as- 
sistant surgeon of the United States Ma- 
ine Service at Dutch Harbor. 

Dr. Thornbury submits statistics to prove 
he truthfulness of his alarming report con- 
eruing these little-known charges of the 
Enited States government.

Rev. P. B. Kashereroff, a priest of the 
Greek Church, supplies Dr. Thornbury with 
his figures. There are no physicians or gov- 
ernment officials upon the islands, and the 
Russian churchman acquaints the repre- 
sentatives of the United States government 
with the condition of affairs on the island 
because there is no other person there to 
do it. 

The Aleut is most peculiar, one of the 
things he insists upon being his right to 
marry in his own family, and another cus- 
tom being for a widow to destroy her chil- 
dren because there is no husband to sup- 
port them; but the decline attributable to 
all these causes has not amounted to more 
than 2 per cent a year, and it is most as- 
tounding to the government officials to 
learn that, without the appearance of any 
specific plague among them, the percentage 
of mortality among the Aleuts has leaped 
up within three years to almost 33 per cent. 

According to Father Kashereroff, of the 
116 persons who died at Unalaska in the 
leat year, 30 died from the effects of cold, 
23 with consumption, 33 with measles and 
the remaining 5 were 
drowned. 

While. measies lead all other causes of 
death, they are still responsible for less 
than a third of the whole number who died 
at Unalaska, though Father Kashereroff 
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reports the per cent of deaths from measles 


in the interior as amounting in some vil- 
lages to two-thirds of the population. 

The Aleuts have a habit of immediately 
leaving a ‘house in which several members 
of a family dic, and Father Kashereroff is 
informed by persons who have been among 
them during the year that there are many 
houses in which the bodies of the dead have 
never been removed, the surviving members 
of the household quitting the house imme- 
diately their relatives died. 

When the United States purchased these 
islands from Russia the natives numbered 
4000, They had villages upon almost all the 


islands, and they were a hardy people, liv- 


ing wholly by fishing and hunting. They 
had been found there by the Russians in 
1757, and numbered at that time 10,000, with 
villages of considerable size. The Russians 
came first as traders, but speedily took ad- 
vantage of the peaceful, submissive dispo- 
sition of the Aleut and made him a slave, 
some of the more daring Cossacks taking 
ship loads of Aleutian men and boys to the 
Siberian coast, where they were hired out 
as slaves in fishing and whaling. 

Though a little people and weak, the 
Aleuts determined to resist the brutal Rus- 
sian. They did what Pontlac sought to 
have the American Indians do—arranged an 
uprising in which the white invaders were 
to be slain In-every part of the islands and 
the Aleuts ridded of his insolent reign. The 
uprising of the Aleuts was more successful 
than that promoted among the American 
red men by Pontiac. On a day in 1763 they 
rose as one man against the Russians, and 
more than 100 Russians were slain. Of the 
whole number on the islands but four es- 
caped with their lives, and these owed their 
escape to a hunting trip into the interior 
the day the natives struck. These four 
men returned to Siberia, and when the 
Russians learned of the revolt they sent 
against the Aleuts a commander named 
Solovaiyah, who put into the Aleutian Is!- 
ands with a strong force in 1864 and did not 
desist in his awful work until he had slain 
every male he could find. Luckily for the

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OOPOOO HE OHE HOODS 


Not All the King’s Men Could Hold 
This Resourceful Youth Cap- 
tive After They Took Him. 

A years old, 6 feet tall, born a Boer, 

and for six months a scout under 
Botha, Joubert and De la Rey, has escaped 
through the British army and come to St. 
Louis. 

Young Wennips is a typical fighter of the 
veldt who has out-Danieled Daniel, Cap- 
tured by the British at Pretoria, he bribed 
a guard and escaped through the lines to 
make his way to Cape Town. Reaching 
the Cape, he bought a return pass from a 
South African muleteer, and was brought 
to America via England in an English ship 
at the expense of the British government. 

It ig unlikely that any other scout of 
the Dutch generals ever fell into the hands 
of the en®my in this bitterly-contested war 
and lived to tell of it. It is quite certain 
that untii Wennips came no soldier of for- 
tune with any such experience was walking 
the streets of St. Louis. 

Wennips looks like a Boer. He has the 
distinetive features of a Hollander, and his 
eyes are blue. He has been a fighter four 
years, marching with Joubert into the Kaf- 
fir country when he was only 15. Now he 
is a hardened fighting man. British bullets 
have knocked him down; British pickets 


have fired on him, and British cavalrymen 
have given him a gallop for his life in the 
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hills. The course of events has been a fu- 
rious procession in that part of the world 
where this young man was raised. 

Like all youths in the Transvaal, young 
Wennips can ride and shoot. His education 
may be a little remiss in some things, but 
in these it is first-class. His ability to look 
out for himself made him a valuable man 
on the staff of the Boer chief of scouts, and 
he did scout duty for all the four principal 
Dutch leaders save De Wet. 

On the fourth day of July, 1900, Wennips, 
just returned from an exhaustive ride, was 
asleep in a Pretoria hotel. His home had 
been broken up at the outset of the war, 
his mother and sister being sent to rela- 
tives in Holland. The young man’s story 
eof what happened him that day is a novel 
tale ef adventure. He told it to the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch: 

By A. ). WENNIPS. 

FELL in the hands of the British July 
] 4, 1990. I had laid down in my clothes 
to get a little sleep, and was awakened 
by a rush into the place. I had a revolver 
in my belt, but it would have been suicidal 
to have used it, for a half dozen soldiers 

were on me in an instant. 

I was a scout, and it was a serious thing 
for a scout to fall {nto the enemy’s hands. 
Fortunately I had just returned from a 
trip and had nothing incriminating upon 
mé. The English searched me for papers, 
and, finding none, they returned me the 
little money I had and turned me over to a 
Scotch guard. 

I was taken in the morning. That night 
I determined to get away. The prisoners 
were to be divided into cmsses, the active 
combatants to be sent to St. Helena, the 
Boer sympathizers not fighting to be placed 
under guard in the city, and the scouts and 
suspected scouts to be held for disposition 
of their cases by higher officers. I knew 
they suspected me to be a scout, and so 
many people not loyal to us knew me to 
be a Boer scout that I appreciated my dan- 
ge. 

My guard drank quite a good deal during 
the day, and at night he was feeling pret- 
ty good. I began bargaining with him as 
s00n as darkness came. I knew he had lit- 
tle or no money, for the Scot guards were 
getting only 26 cents a day. Finally I got 
an opportunity to talk to him. 

“You sing like a good fellow.’’ 

“Ye may bet I’m a goot fellow.”’ 

‘Then why don’t you let me go?’’ 

With that I slipped a half crown into his 
hand, and he did permit me to steal away. 

Oncefreein the city, I concluded the worst 
thing I could do would be to leave town. 
There were many British soldiers around, 
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and sentries patrolled all the outskirts. It 
seemed to be that my best chance lay in 
finding a place to stay and putting on a 
bold front. If none of the townspeople 
gave me away I would be pretty safe, for 
the British soldiers would not have known 
me from any other harmieas merchant's 
clerk found without arms and permitted 
the freedom of the city. 

I acted upon this plan, and’*it proved a 
success. I remained there day after day, 
and, though reported escaped, I was never 
apprehended. My father, who was a mer- 
chant in Pretoria, was also in the city. We 
were seeking an opportunity to render 
some service to the Boer cause. It was a 
time when friends of the Boer army on the 
inskie could render much valuable service. 
There was no. communication between the 
town and the Boer armies in the field. Mrs. 
Kruger was there, and so was the wife of 
Gen. Louis Botha. These and other persons 
desired to get news out of Pretoria. My 
father and I thought of a plan to get mes- 
sengers through the line. There were some 
Dutch butchers with English passes that 
went out of the city every day for meat. 
My father and I found these men and gave 
them a round of rum that enabled us to 
buy their passes for a little. We turned 
them over to a Boer leader in the city, 
and he sent messengers in many directions 
with them. 

Knowing that this would get us into seri- 
ous trouble when the butchers recovered 
end reported the disappearance of the 
passes my father and I hastened to leave. 
We informed the British commander that 
we were non-combatants desiring to go to 
Cape Town to be out of harm's way during 
the war. He permitted us to board a south- 
bound train, and after seven days and 
nights we reached Cape Town. . 

That train ride from Pretoria to Cap 
Town was dangerous in more ways than 
one. In the first place we were in danger 
of being blown up at any moment, and 
in addition to that we were in danger of 
betraying our pro-Boer sentiments every 
day. The crew and soldiers hada holy 
terror of DeWet. They expected him every 
minute. He seemed to hang over them 
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like a sword, and they imagined they felt 
it on the backs of their necks every time 
the train passed a hill or a wood. If we 
were to believe what the Englishmen on 
the train told us DeWet was just ahead, 
DeWet was just to the right or left, or 
DeWet blocked ‘the way in front. They 
seemed to think it nothing impossible that 
the flying Boer might overtake the train 
and run rings around it as he chose. My 
father and I had many quiet laughs in our 
sleeves at these frightened Englishmen. 
It rather opened our eyes to the British 
appreciation of our generals. 

We had no desire to remain at Cape 
Town and jooked about for opportunities 
to get away. I found a mutleteer, Joe Al- 
phonso, from Buenos Ayres, South America, 


He had come over on @ British ship and | 


the British government had given him a re- 
turn ticket by way of London, A British 
regiment was going home on a ship that 
would sail within a few days. I did not 
particularly like the prospect of being de- 
tected as a Boer on a British ship loaded 
with British soldiers, but I took the chance 
and bought the South American's return 
ticket. I made the trip as a Spaniard. The 
English aboard were too giad with the pros- 
pect of getting home to give me «© iough 
attention to discover that I was a Dutch- 
man. I could not speak a word of Span- 


ish, but the English were no better off] 


They didn’t know enough Spanish or Dutch 
to know which 1 used: 

I reached London and let the big city 
swallow me just as quick as it could. I 
made my way over to Holland and there I 
visited my mother and sister. After a 
while I determined to visit the United 
States with the ticket I had bought from 
the South American. I made the trip with- 
out incident and will stay here where I 
am safe. If I thought there was a prospect 
of reaching the Boer armies without be- 
ing picked up I would just as soon go back 
to South Africa. But the war there is 
in such a state that unless one is {n the 
interior with the Boer armies he must run 
a great risk of being captured, much more 
of a risk, tn fact, than he runs once he is 
in the country. 


MORE UNION MEN THAN VOTERS IN BELLEVILLE 


OHN SCHULTZ has made Belleville, 
J Ill., a stronghold of organized labor, 
possibly the strongest in the country. 
It has more union workers than voters, due 
to the unionization of many minors and of 
miners who live in its suburba [Im nine 
months Schults organized 23 unions, and in 
two yeara he has organized 22. He has or- 
ganized men and women, workers skilled 
and unskilled, persons without the sem- 
biance ef a trade. 

Officers of the National Federation of La- 
bor have congratulated Schultz upon having 
made his community without an equal in 
organization in the country among cities of 
its size. He did his most effective work 
while president of the Belleville Trades and 
Labor Assembly. 

Belleville has 3343 votera The Belleville 
Trades and Labor Assembly, counting three 
uniong tn neighboring towns, has 4200 union 
men. 

Schultz has been a resident of Belleville 
14 years, being first a steel] worker and then 
@ miner. He began organizing unions for 
the American Federation of Labor two 
years ago, and he has increased the number 
of unions in the community from 19 to &l, 
Organizing 23 in the first nine months. 

If Aiton is the Dardanelles of unionism 
in Illinois, Belleville is the Gibraltar. It is 
not the butcher, baker and candle-stick 
maker alone who are organized in Belie- 
Ville, but the followers of every craft hav- 
ing the dinner pail in the day's work. The 
list of trades represented in the central 
organization is not only comprehensive, but 
remarkable. It includes bakers, barbers, 
bartenders, brewers, brewery workers, 
brickmakers, butchers, carpenters, electri- 
cal workers, coopers, unskilled laborers, 
Giass workers, painters, clerks, both male 
and female, stove mountera street railway 
men, tailors, steam engineers, stationary 
firemen, hodcarriers, mach.nists, cigar mak- 
ers, miners, musicians, plumbers, steamfit- 
ters, teamdrivers, team owners, tinners, 
powder workers, moulders, meta! polishers, 
well, cistern and shaft sinkers, biacksmiths,

Mexico is living fiow in dn era of rail 
road building. There are now operating 
the country 37 lines, and new roads are 
being built and projected to the remotest 
parta of the republic.

ne EN my return to the United States 


my memory has often wandered back 
to that wonderful mountain land. In 
e towering 


my mind's eye TI can still se 
cliffs 


precipices, deep  barrancas, 
seamed with a succession of deep, hori- 


gontal gashes and pieced with innumerable 
once 


red 


circular holes and natural tunneis, 
the homes of the cliff dwellers. Great for- 
ests of oak and pine rise before me, 
Groves of cottonwoods margin the cool 
streams and, in their tops, the mocking 
bird, so plentiful in Mexico, sings an in- 


numerable choir. 
Mining and railroad business carried mé 


into the remote districts of the Sierra 
Madres of the Mexican states of Sonora 


and Chihuahua. My desire to see more of 


the ..country led me even deeper in than 


business necessitated. 

Mexico! So near in point of miles, yet 
perhaps less understood by Americans 
than the African interior. A land invested 
with the terrors of Apache treachery and 
troublesome Yaqui I traversed alone, un- 
armed and often on foot, a distance of 600 
miles, and returned unharmed. I was 


among the sun-loying, garrulous Mexicans, 
whose liquid accents and rippling laughter 
falls like music on the ear, 

Passing the double guard of American 
and Mexican customs officials at Juarez, 
noting the old Spanish church, built 400 


years ago, boarded a train on the Sierra 
Madre y. Pacifico railroad, being the only 
passenger on the train. This road termin- 
ates at Terrazas, some 250 kilometers dis- 
tant. Eventually it will reach the Pacific 
at Guaymas. 

The next day I reached Casas Grandes, 
which has 2000 inhabintants and nothing but 
natives in it. The mud of its now ancient 
walls was probably old before the coming 
of Cortez. It is situated among orchards 
and fields about six miles from the rail- 
road. A dense grove of cottonwoods en- 
circles the town on the east, and on the 
west {s a cactus desert. 

I was informed at Casas Grandes that to 
the west there had sprung up a new colo- 
ny founded by Mormons driven from the 
Unité? States by the Edmunds law. I was 
curluus to find this settlemont and gee how 
many Mormons were there and what sort of 
life they lived. All the mules and burros 
in Casas Grandes’ had been sent to the 
mountaina for ore, and I] was forced to 
undertake my journey on foot. I stocked 
my hamper with food and set out across the 
desert. Ten miles out I found a range of 
dry and stony hills. Beyond these was 
spread out a vast, treeless plain. My cour- 
age almost deserted me at sight of that 
plain. I had been certain I could find the 
settlement, though no one had been able to 


days’ journey west. Looking over the 
plain I was sorely tempted to turn back, 
but my pride spurred me on. That night 
I crept into a crevice in the rocks, made 
a fire with dry cactus wood and went to 
sleep as lonely a creature as dwelt upon 
this earth that night. 

The next morning my path led me inte a 
plain dotted with groups of long-horned 
Mexican steers. Most of them permitted 
me to pass unmolested. Finally three of 
them rose and eyed me suspiciously, shak- 
ing their heads, Other groups arose as if 
by common impulse, and there I was 
hemmed, a defenseless man engulfed in a 
sea of horna I resolved upon the told 
tactics I had seen the Mexican bull fighters 
employ.

This unlooked for 
advance opened an avenue in the herd, 
and, like the children of Israel, I passed 
through unharmed. 

That night I rested tn Colonio Juares, the 
new settlement of the Mormons. Here these | 
religionists who fied from Utah have raised 
out of the desert sands within the shadow 
of the Bierra Madre peaks one of earth's 
loveliest garden spots—the gem of Chihua- 
hua. Colonio Juarez lies in a narrow val- 
ley, less than half a mile wide and three 
miles long. It is an emerald in a setting 
ef brown hills so barren that not even @ 
wild goat may subsist there. Wide, clean, 
shady streets traverse 
of the colony. 


of desert land, all of which, by diverting 
the streams of the Sierra Madre, they have 
orought into a high stafe of cultivation. 

Some of the men here at Colonio Juarez 
have five wives; some have as many as 
36 children. They are a thrifty people, but 
they have no ambition beyond the little 
tracts they are tilling here. New Mormon 
colonies are being projected each month, 
and it will only be a short time until they 
will control the agricultural districts in the 
states of Chihuahua and Sonora. 

From: Colonio Juarez I traveled three 
days in a Mormon wagon, camping at night 
under the trees. I saw game upon every 
hand, particularly turkeys and deer. I 
went with the Mormon as far as Garcia. 
From there I traveled southwest on a bur- 
ro. My surroundings were mountains 
clothed with thick forests of pine and oak.: 
The air was delightful and balmy. Little 
red deer were plentiful. I went among the 
reddish-white cliffs of the cliff dwellers. 

y arm rested upon @ cement wall; my 
seat was an oya; in the corner of the cave 
I had entered were a pile of human bones 
and bits of pottery. Below was a brook, 
with deep pools and little fish. A flock of 
turkeys were scratching in the sand of a 
tiny flat near the water. Noisy parrots were 
chatteming among the pines. Doves were 
cooing above me. Robins were chirruping 
and yellow hammers crying, and opposite 
me the swallows were bullding their nests 
in the eaves. 


The whole of the Sierra Madre of Chihua- 
hua and Sonora seems to be capped over by 
a soft reddish lava, and it is only where 
the deep barrancas have cut down into the 
older formation of limestone that mines are 
found. First, scattering a few insignificant 
hills on the plains below, the Sierra Madre 
range leaps suddenly into the mystic 
heights and calmly contemplates the Hanos 
below from their vantagé point of 5000 feet 
overhead.

Portions of the body were also found 
on over 100 miles of the railroad, and ap- 
parently the accident took place at Shell 
Lake, Wis. There is no possible means of

‘TI am convinced,” writes Mr. Wack, “that 
in sleep 100 miles distant I had the phantom 
sight of an actual occurrence on the Oma- 
ha Raliroad that night."’ :

TEXAS COLONEL’S DREAM. 


Col. A. V. 8S. of Texas, a prominent south- 
ern gentleman, furnishes the following 
strange story of his little daughter’s dream 
through Prof. Boyce of Harvard Univer- 
sity: 

“Five years ago I lived with my four 
children, one boy and three girly on a farm 
in Massachusetts. My son lost his life in 
an accident.

Instructions for Deep Breathing. 
RS. X.—The instructions to which 
M you refer are practically. those | 
have already given'‘in this depart- 
ment many times. I am giad to be able 
to repeat them for you. 

On arising and the last thing before go- 
ing to bed, while you are clad in your night- 
dress, stand with your back against a door 
and fill your lungs, breathing through the 
nostrils with the mouth closed until your 
lungs cana hold no more. Retain your breath 
while you count four. Expel it through 
the nose, counting seven. Practice the 
breathing movement seven times. 

Next stand upright and turn out the toes 
so that the heels touch. Piace the hands on 
your hips, the fingers on the diaphragh, the 
thumbs back ” the soft part of the back 
on either side 6f the spinal column. Now 
draw in a deep breath, force the air down 
so that you feel the thumbs pressed out 
through the expansion of the lower back 
part of the lungs. Hold the breath while 
counting four; expel while counting seven. 
Practice this movement six times. 

Third Movement—Stand upright, head up, 
shoulders thrown back, arms hanging by 
the side. Now gradually raise the arms 
until they are high above the head. While 
you are performing this movement take in 
a deep breath through the nostrils until the 
lungs can hold no more. Retain the 
breath while counting four, then gradually 
lower the arms, at the same time slowly 
expelling the breath, counting seven. Re- 
peat six times. 

Practice deep breathing constantly. Take 
deep inspirations with the mouth closed, 
retain the breath @ few seconds and exhale 
also through the nostrils. Lay your hand 
on the abdomen when you take one of these 
deep inspirations and you will see the flat- 
tening effects on the stomach. In a little 
while you will breathe correctly, waking 
and sleeping.

These foundations are really new honey- 
combs. Machinery is used in molding the 
cells. The wax is melted and is run into 
molds of sizes to fit hives. Water is then 
flushed over the outside of the molds and 
the wax is cooled. The combs are care- 
fully packed and shipped south where they 
are placed in the hives. 7 \ 

It takes bees several weeks ‘to build a 
comb, and experience has shown that they 
readily take to the manufactured ones. The 
time thus saved is figured to more than 
compensate for the coSt of manufacture.

Not only is St. Louis the greatest mart 
for beeswax, but it has the largest wax re- 
finery in the world.

although the southern counties supply a 
great quantity of wax. The great source of 
suppiles lies in the South. From Tennessee, 
Alabama, Louisiana, Georgia we get thou- 
sands of pounds, and they are classed as 
the best beeswax states. Yet we get wax 
from every commonwealth in the Louisiana 
Purchase, as far west as Utah. 

This crude wax ts refined here by a spe- 
clal process. When honey is drained from 
the cells the wax thus left is melted, mold- 


ed and shipped here. At our refinery it fs 
thrown into a huge vat and melted. It is 
then run out into running water, which 


-chills it, and ts carried over a wheel, similar 


in design to that used In the country water- 
power mill. The wheel beats it up as it 
comes from under in flakes, or even small 
particles, like grains of sawdust. It is 
strained off, put into pans and placed out 
in the sun. There is stays from two to 
three weeks, when it is melted and run off 
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wax, and St. Louis encounters much 4iffl 
culty in securing enough to fill orders of all 
kinds. This wax burps more steadily, more 
slowly, and does not drip so profusely as 
the tallow, therefore, it is preferred ip 
the churches and parlors.
